; There are valid arguments to be advanced against govern- 
ment ownership of public utilities as a general proposition, and 


• this paper believes, with a laj-ge majority of the people, thnl-j] 


is;betfer to leave Ihe.railroad'g-ancLolher large public service'c'nj. 
terprises in corporate handslalher than forthe govcrnment'lb 
.take them over and operate them, a step that is advocated by 
some who feel that the public would be better and more cheap- 
ly.-served if the government were in control. 


But the course adopted by'the'government relative to the 


national parks .must, it seem to Us, commend itself to public 
approbation. Concessions in each of these parks will be re- 
stricted to a single individual'or firm and the .government.will 
retain'regulative powcrsjmcl share in the profits. 
Under this 


arrangement the profits will be'kept at a reasonable figure, the 
aim being to place the attractions of the parks within reach of 
the general public at costs of whiclvthere can be no complaint. 
The business includes-lriiiisp.brlaiiqn as well as hotel accom- 
modations in the national parks'/rail of which will be under the 
regulation of the interior, department.

' The outline of the plan formula ted: foivllie Yoseniite Valley 
will be of wide public interest. 
The concession has been 


granted to a San Francisco firm known as the Desmond Park 
Service Company, but, as before staled, the government will 
be a partner in the business, regulating prices and sharing the 
profits. A large hotel is (o be built at Ihe foot of Ihe Yoscmite 
Falls, and in oilier parts of the valley there will be smaller 
houses for the accommodation of tourists, similar to the cele- 
brated Swiss chalets. 
These will be located at comfortable 


distances from each other, first-class accommodations will be 
provided and the charges -will not be exorbitant. 
Practically 


the same policy will be followed in all of the national parks. 


The propriety of this step is beyond question. These great 


parks belong to the people and if Is proper that they should be 
able to visiUhem in comfolt and without excessive cost. The 
trips .wilLbe expensive enough even under government regu- 
lation, "but travelers will know that they are npl being imposed 
upon and that the service rendered is being supplied at as low 
a cost as is practicable. 


To governmental participation in business in Ihis form and 


to this extent there will be no objection. On the other hand, 
it.will be a source of general satisfaction, for it simply places 
the people in possession of their own. .
